PETSCAN I Overview 

PETSCAN allows you to connect up to 20 CBM/PET computers as a networked cluster to commonly shared disk 
drives and printers (up to 8 peripherals can be in the shared cluster along with the 20 computers). Operation of 
the PETSCAN System is completely transparent to users. Shared peripherals are accessed by each computer station 
operator in normal manner. Typical applications include educational clusters, and word-processing configurations 

sharing disk and printer. , . . _ , . c , 

PETSCAN controller boards plug into the IEEE port, and attach directly to the back of each ccnputer. Each 
controller also has a light (LED) to indicate when the associated computer has control of the bus, thus enabling 
easy detection of operator caused errors.

PETSCAN sequentially polls each computer in the cluster within a 5 millisecond period, and upon finding a 
request for data transfer gives complete control of the bus to the requesting ccnputer.

As a coiparison, the MUPET (distributed by Canadian Micro Distributors, Milton, Ontario), does not have an 
indicator light to designate the computer having current control of the IEEE bus. MJPET requires IEEE devices to 
be connected only to the master controller, while PETSCAN allows peripheral connection anywhere alaig the entire 
cable run. 'PETSCAN plugs flush against the back of the computer, while M1PET quires extra space behind the PET. 
The MUPET base price to connect 3 computers in a cluster is $750 (PETSCAN is $345). A MJPET configuration to 
connect a cluster of 8 computers is approximately $1800 (PETSCAN is $845).
